Oil leaked 
into river: 
Report 


Internal document 
reveals wastewater 
spill near Ft. Mac

An investigation into a 2007 leak of 
nearly one million litres of oily 
water from a wastewater pond at a 
Suncor oilsands site near Fort Mc- 
Murray is continuing, says Premier 
Ed Stelmach. 

The response comes 
hours after Alberta Lib¬ 
eral environment critic 
David Swann yesterday 
released a leaked internal 
Suncor report that cited 
wastewater contami¬ 
nated with oil and grease 
from the company's Mil¬ 
lennium API Upgrader 
was released into the 
Athabasca River Sept 8. 

"This matter has been under in¬ 
vestigation for sometime so we are 
going to check into what protocol 
was followed," said Stelmach. 

The Liberals say a volume of 
water equal to one Olympic-size 
swimming pool was released into 
the river and caused an oily sheen 
on the river's surface. 


Swann says while the spill oc¬ 
curred in September, residents who 
live downstream in Fort Chipewyan 
were not told until May 6. 

"Communities that were not no¬ 
tified that their drinking water had 
been contaminated with oil and 
grease until eight months later," said 
Swann in a press release. 

"I would like to know why resi¬ 
dents — and the public — were not 
informed of this potential health 
threat immediately." 

Stelmach says officials 
will explore when resi¬ 
dents were notified, and 
find out the level of toxi¬ 
city of the tainted water. 

"We are pursuing this 
investigation very dili¬ 
gently," said Stelmach. 

He also denied the lib¬ 
erals' claims of links be¬ 
tween oilsands 

development and high 
cancer rates in the area, but he later 
said the province is looking into it. 

"In 2006, the government, 
through Alberta Health and Well¬ 
ness, the Cancer Board, did a study 
and those results remained public," 
said Stelmach. "Results in that area 
were consistent with cancer results 
across the country."

Crown argues case 


Reaction to arrest 
gave accused away, 
prosecutor says

The point at which a 
woman's body was moved is 
a key to the case against 
Thomas Svekla, court heard 
as final arguments got un¬ 
derway in the four-month 
trial yesterday. 

The accused prostitute 
killer showed up at court yes¬ 
terday with a shaved head 
and appeared emotionless as 
Crown Prosecutor Ashley 
Finlayson argued his guilt. 

Of all the facts the crown 
raised yesterday, the point

when Svekla transported the 
body of Theresa Innes was 
raised as key evidence pre¬ 
sented to Justice Sterling 
Sanderman, notably Svekla's 
reaction upon being arrested 
for her murder. 

"Who would react in this 
fashion," the crown asked, 
pointing out Svekla's calm 
demeanor. "I can't think of 
anyone, unless you've done it 


before and this is just another 
day at the office." 

The fact that Svekla held 
on to the body that he moved 
from High Level to Fort 
Saskatchewan in 2006, the 
crown argued, meant he had 
greater purpose for it than to 
just dispose of it, specifically 
to place it in a location similar 
to where the body of Rachel 
Quinney was found. 

"He wasn't in a rush, be¬ 
cause he was going to do 
something more than bury 
her. The eventual outcome 
would have been that the 
two were identical. He 
wanted to bury her in a loca¬ 
tion that was important to 
him and not to anyone else 
... certainly that would be 


self gratification." 

The judge said that 
though Svekla's story is full 
of holes, he questioned what 
could be believed as truth, 
as Svekla was coming down 
from a crack binge when in¬ 
terviewed by police. 

"When a guy that's high 
on crack makes a comment, 
what am I to make of it?" 
Sanderman asked. "He's a 
liar and a BS'er, all these 
things I agree to 100 per 
cent. He likes to live an out¬ 
law life and tell people what 
a bad ass he is, but if 
whether or not it's true, I 
don't know." 

Svekla's defence is set to 
wrap up its case today.

As the festival continues to 
grow and expand, Jurak, said 
he would like to look at the 
definition of "aboriginal" and

"We want to get more of a 
world audience," Jurak said. 
"I would like to talk to [other 
aboriginal groups] and say 
come on board, you're with 
us."

Insurance firms' 
campaign aims 
to curb crashes

If you're reading this while 
driving, the Insurance Bureau 
of Canada would like a word 
with you. 

As part of a provincial pro¬ 
motional swing to battle an 
increasing number of distrac¬ 
tion based crashes, the bureau 
is introducing the DUMB — 
Distractions Undermining 
Motorist Behavior — car, a 
videogame simulator de¬ 
signed to show Canadian 
drivers that they need to think 
about what they're doing 
while they drive. 

Transportation Minister 
Luke Ouellette was in atten¬ 
dance and said that collusions 
are almost always avoidable 


and drivers need to keep it 
simple. 

"I don't think there's such a 
thing as an accident. It's really 
people not paying attention 
and collisions are created," 
said Ouellette. "Be patient and 
pay attention." 

Eight out of 10 collisions in 


North America were directly 
linked to driver distraction 
factors such as iPods, cell 
phones and facial "grooming." 

Research also shows that 
drivers with cellphones were 
four times more likely to have 
a crash, even with a hands¬ 
free headset. 


"Driving with distractions 
is dangerous and completely 
unacceptable," said Jim Ra- 
vait, vice-president, Alberta 
and the North, Insurance Bu¬ 
reau of Canada. 

The DUMB team will be 
making 14 stops around Al¬ 
berta over the summer.

Ski jumpers claim discrimination 


Lawsuit targets 
VANOC due to 
federal funding

Metro Vancouver 

Four female ski jumpers said 
yesterday they had no choice 
but to take the Vancouver Or¬ 
ganizing Committee to court 
to get their sport, for which 
men can compete, into the 
2010 Games. 

The suit's claimants, nine 
women from seven coun¬ 
tries, including Canada's 
Marie-Pierre Morin, said ex¬ 
cluding them is tantamount 
to discrimination. 

Lindsey Van, an American 
plaintiff, said the fight should 
have been over years ago. 


"It's 2008," she said. "It's 
very frustrating." 

Deedee Corradini, presi¬ 
dent of Women's Ski Jump¬ 
ing USA, said they've tried 
every other avenue to get the 
sport into the 2010 program. 

"This is the time and 
place," she said. "This issue 
isn't going." 

Ross Clark, with Davis 
LLP, the firm representing 
the claimants, said VANOC, 
not the IOC, is being sued be¬ 
cause it receives government 
funding. 

"Because it is carrying out 
government policy to put on 
and host a successful Games 
it is subject to the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Free¬ 
doms, which prohibits dis¬ 
crimination based on 
gender." 


jumping history 

In 1991, the IOC ruled 
that all new sports must 
include women. Women 
ski jumpers say their sport 
was “grandmothered." 

Ski Jumping has been 
an Olympic sport since 
1924, and women have 
been jumping since then. 


VANOC CEO John Furlong 
said he's not in a position to 
comment on the case. 

"It's entirely the IOC's ju¬ 
risdiction to decide what's in 
the program," he said. 

Yesterday the IOC said the 
decision was made two years 
ago to exclude women's 
jumping because of a lack of 
international appeal, major 
competitions and not enough 
competitive athletes.

The source warned Harper might have just 
handed the Liberals a gift in Ontario by putting in a man 
with such close ties to the Harris provincial government 
blamed — rightly or wrongly — for policies that led to the 
2000 Walkerton water tragedy, among other things. 


In an interview yesterday, 
Flanagan emphasized 

Giorno's appointment is "log¬ 
ical" and represents "continu¬ 
ity" in this pre-election period. 
Giorno was recently given the 
job of overseeing the scripting 
of the next federal Conserva¬ 
tive campaign. 

"It makes sense for a guy 
who was working on the plat¬ 
form to step in as chief of 
staff," Flanagan said. "Every¬ 
thing has been political in mi¬ 
nority government anyway, 
now it becomes inescapable 
that there will be an election, 


so everything has to be on 
election footing all the time; 
election readiness is crucial." 

It is not clear whether 
Brodie jumped or was pushed. 
No official confirmation was 
issued.

Brodie has been embroiled

Varying views 
on human rights 


China at fore 
of conference 

One speaker passionately in¬ 
sisted quiet diplomacy is a 
cop-out. Another was just as 
strong in his conviction that 
it's the only 
way to effect 
change. 

The issue of 
human rights 
in China was 
front and cen¬ 
tre at a Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto conference 
yesterday, as both a promi¬ 
nent human rights activist 
and the head of the Canadian 
Olympic Committee agreed 
it's a vital issue. But they 
strongly disagreed on how to 
get the government of the 
world's most populous na¬ 
tion to change. 

Michael Craig, chair of a 
coalition called the China 
Rights Network, said that 
quietly raising human rights 


issues behind closed doors in 
China accomplishes nothing. 

"The Chinese government 
wants all of you to shut up," 
he told conference-goers. "Or, 
at the least, to be so polite 
that you will go to Beijing and 
speak to them behind closed 
doors, as our 
illustrious 
mayor did 
within the 
past month or 
two, and not 
speak out 
publicly in 
condemnation of human 
rights abuses." 

Despite human rights 
problems, said the Olympic 
committee's Chris Rudge, 
China is changing at a 
tremendous rate. People 
must talk about human 
rights concerns, and having 
the Olympics in China this 
August will help that dia¬ 
logue, he said. But it has to be 
done properly.

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Court to rule on 
Khadr docs today 


Ruling may look 
at legality of 
Guantanamo Bay 

In February 2003, Omar 
Khadr was interrogated by 
Canadian authorities at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay. Today, Khadr 
finds out whether those inter¬ 
rogations and other docu¬ 
ments compiled on his case 
will be released. 

Canada's Supreme Court 
has been asked to rule on 
whether the government 
should hand over that infor¬ 
mation to Khadr's lawyers.

fence and deny him the right 
to a fair trial. Government 
lawyers say disclosing the 
documents would jeopardize 
national security. 

Some expect the ruling will 
go beyond this question and 
discuss whether Canada vio¬ 
lated Khadr's constitutional 
rights by interrogating him 
and providing that intelli¬ 
gence to the U.S. To answer 
that question, the ruling must 
discuss the legality of Guan¬ 
tanamo itself. 

"Everybody knows what's 


going on down there (in Guan¬ 
tanamo) and we hope the 
court will be concerned about 
the legality of that process," 
said Toronto lawyer John 
Norris, who argued on behalf 
of the Criminal Lawyers Asso¬ 
ciation. 

"If the ruling is in Khadr's 
favour, I think the political 
side would ignore it at their 
peril. The pressure's already 
mounting on the Canadian 
government and this would 
be of profound significance."

High costs could 
force millions into 
hunger: Reports 

High food prices are here to 
stay for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture, potentially forcing mil¬ 
lions more people into 
hunger, two reports from the 
United Nations and the 
OECD showed yesterday. 

A surge in commodity 
prices in the last year was 
not a blip and prices will re¬ 


main at or above current 
levels for at least the next 
decade as some of the main 
underpinning factors — de¬ 
mand for a richer diet, the 
rise of biofuels and high oil 
prices — will remain, one of 


the reports said. 

In a 10-year look-ahead at 
likely food price scenarios, to 
be published next week, the 
FAO and the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development saw no return 


to pre-crisis levels. 

"On average over the com¬ 
ing 10-year period, nominal 
prices for cereals, rice and 
oilseeds are expected to be 
35 per cent to 65 per cent 
higher than on average in the 
past 10 years," said a sum¬ 
mary of the Agricultural 
Outlook report seen by 
Reuters. 

"Prices in real terms are 
projected to be 10 per cent to 
35 per cent higher than in

Bootleg 
liquor kills 
180 people 

The death toll in India's 
worst bootleg liquor tragedy 
in recent years rose to 180 
yesterday as 30 more victims 
died, police said. 

Labourers in the southern 
states of Karnataka and Tamil 
Nadu bought the liquor, sold 
in plastic pouches from illegal 
shops and laced with chemi¬ 
cals, at the weekend and im¬ 
mediately fell sick. 

At least 20 dealers were ar¬ 
rested by yesterday and 25 
state customs officials sus¬ 
pended, but police said they 
were still unable to trace the 
source of the liquor sale. 

Police are investigating 
whether the liquor was sup¬ 
plied by political parties 
ahead of May state elections. 

"We cannot say at this 
stage for sure, but at the same 
time this cannot be ruled 
out," said Karnataka police 
chief R. Srikumar. 

In rural India, poor vil¬ 
lagers often buy cheap alco¬ 
hol, also known as "country 
liquor," as they cannot afford 
bottles sold at state-approved 
shops. REUTERS 


80,000 dead or 
missing in China 


More than 80,000 people are 
dead or missing from China's 
worst earthquake in decades, 
the government 
said yesterday, as 
concerns rose 
that disease, the 
rainy season and 
aftershocks could 
bring yet more 
pain. 

Previously, au¬ 
thorities had said 
they expected the 
final death toll to 
exceed 50,000. 

Ten days after the magni¬ 
tude 7.9 quake rocked the 
mountainous southwest of 


the country, relief efforts fo¬ 
cused on the five million 
homeless and the millions of 
others facing dis¬ 
ease and possible 
"secondary disas¬ 
ters." 

The govern¬ 
ment implored 
the international 
community to 
provide more re¬ 
lief aid, saying it 
needed more than 
three million 
tents and just 
400,000 had so far reached 
the disaster zone.

Carbon emissions 
are making water 
corrosive: Study 

Carbon dioxide spewed by 
human activities has made 
ocean water so acidic that it 
is eating away at the shells 
and skeletons of starfish, 
coral, clams and other sea 
creatures, scientists said yes¬ 
terday. 

Marine researchers knew 
that ocean acidification, as 


it's called, was occurring in 
deep water far from land. 
What they called "truly as¬ 
tonishing" was the appear¬ 
ance of this damaging 
phenomenon on the Pacific 
North American continental 
shelf, stretching from Mexico 
to Canada. 

"This means that ocean 


acidification may be seri¬ 
ously impacting our marine 
life on our continental shelf 
right now, today," said 
Richard Feely of the Pacific 
Marine Environmental Lab¬ 
oratory, part of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration.

The election has attracted 
huge media attention, leav¬ 
ing some residents baffled, 
although many relished the 
chance to speak about and 
vote on their concerns — 
particularly about the econ¬ 
omy and rising living costs. 

Linda Dixon, a 53-year- 
old single mother, said she 
couldn't keep up with the 


rise in food costs. 

"It's surprising how dif¬ 
ferent prices are. I've got to 
be really careful now. I have 
to go to different shops, I 
can't just shop in the one 
shop," she said. 

Losing the seat would 
have little effect on Brown's 
67-member majority in par¬ 
liament, but the psychologi¬ 
cal impact of defeat could be 
heavy. 

The economy, regarded as 
Brown's strong point after 
he spent a decade as Blair's 
finance minister, has been 
hit by falling house prices, 
rising inflation and a credit 
crunch that is hurting con¬ 
sumers.

An active season 


Forecasters predict 
several hurricanes 

The 2008 Atlantic hurricane 
season will be active with as 
many as nine hurricanes ex¬ 
pected to form, U.S. govern¬ 
ment forecasters predicted 
yesterday. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
forecast 12 to 16 named 
storms this season, with six 


to nine developing into hur¬ 
ricanes. Two to five could be 
major ones of Category 3 or 
higher with winds above 110 
miles per hour, the agency 
said in its annual forecast. 

NOAA said there was a 60 
to 70 per cent probability of 
its prediction being accurate, 
the first time the agency has 
issued a probability with its 
forecast. It follows the last 
two years when NOAA called 


for active hurricane seasons 
only to see little or no impact 
on the United States. 

NOAA cited warm ocean 
water, favourable atmos¬ 
pheric conditions and the im¬ 
pact from La Nina in making 
its forecast of an active sea¬ 
son. The hurricane season of¬ 
ficially starts on June 1 and 
typically peaks between late 
August and mid-October.

Rice warns of 
more sanctions 

NUCLEAR The U.S. will "ag- 
gressively" impose more 
sanctions on Iran as long as 
it refuses to give up sensitive 
nuclear work and uses the 
worlds financial system for 
"terrorism," U.S. Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice said 
yesterday. 

"We will continue to des¬ 
ignate entities as we find 
them trying to use the inter¬ 
national financial system for 
ill-gotten gains and yes we 
are going to continue to do it 
and we will continue to do it 
aggressively," she said. 

Iran has been subjected to 
three rounds of UN Security 
Council sanctions over its 
nuclear program and the 
United States in October des¬ 
ignated the elite Qods mili¬ 
tary force of Iran's 
Revolutionary Guard a sup¬ 
porter of terrorism.

Court ruling puts 
buyout in jeopardy 

BCE Inc. shares fell 12 per 
cent yesterday on fears that 
a Quebec court ruling could 
kill its $34.8 billion buyout 
by a group of investors led by 
the Ontario Teachers' Pen¬ 
sion Plan. 

The Quebec Court of Appeal 
late on Wednesday sided with 
debtholders who had com¬ 
plained the transaction—the 
world's largest leveraged buy¬ 


out — was unfair. 

The court said BCE, 
Canada's biggest telecom 
company, failed to prove the 
buyout could have been struc¬ 
tured to provide a satisfactory 
price for the company's shares 
while avoiding an adverse ef¬ 


fect on the debenture holders. 

The company has filed a 
motion with Canada's 
Supreme Court for a fast- 
track appeal of the Quebec 
ruling, and said the timing of 
the deal's close hangs on that 
decision. reuters

THE STARS of

VETERAN CANA¬ 
DIAN TELEVISION director 
Kari Skogland has tamed a 
beast that has conquered 
many young students with 
her adaptation of the clas¬ 
sic Margaret Laurence novel 
The Stone Angel. 

The book, dissected by 
youngsters in English class¬ 
es for years, has been finely 
translated to the big screen 
by screenwriter-director 
Skogland, whose passion for 
Laurence’s 1964 master- 
work is obvious. The Stone 
Angel traces the life of 94 - 
year-old Hagar Currie Ship- 
ley (30 Days’ Ellen Burstyn) 
as she’s about to be sent to 
live in a nursing home by 
her son Marvin (Spider-Man 
3 ’s Dylan Baker) and daugh- 
ter-in-law Doris (The Day 
After Tomorrow’s Sheila Mc¬ 
Carthy). 

Hagar manages to escape 


her nursing home fate by 
heading out on the lam, all 
the while recalling details 
from her past — her numer¬ 
ous lapses in judgment, her 
failed relationship with her 
husband Bram (The Break- 
Up’s Cole Hauser) and con¬ 
flicted relationship with 
her sons, to name but a few. 

By the end of her journey, 
Hagar manages to find clo¬ 
sure with Marvin in what 
can only be described as a 
sweeping meditation on 
aging and death that will 
surely force many audience 
members to begin ponder¬ 
ing their own mortality. 

Canadian actress Christine 
Horne does a fine job por¬ 
traying the young, enigmatic 
Hagar, while Hauser and 
Baker are fantastic as Bram 
and Marvin, respectively. 

But in the end it’s Acade¬ 
my Award-winner Ellen 
Burstyn who injects life 
Hagar Shipley, bringing her 
rambunctious personality, 
her foibles and her seem¬ 
ingly indefatigable spirit to 
the fore in a performance 
that could easily earn her a 
seventh Oscar nomination.

EMEU WHAT WITH 
THE wild transitions be¬ 
tween terror and wonder 
that fill our childhoods, it’s 
a wonder that more people 
haven’t gone mad before 
they turn 12 , but it does go 
a long way toward explain¬ 
ing teenagers. Garth Jen¬ 
nings’ Son of Rambow is the 
first film in years to capture 
that feeling of giddy dread 
without being either mor¬ 
bid or mawkish, at least in 
its first half hour. Will 
Proudfoot (Bill Milner) is an 
undersized misfit who lives 
mostly in his own imagina¬ 
tion, a place he obviously 
finds preferable to either his 
school or home, where his 
single mother is trying to 
raise her family within the 
strict prohibitions of the 


Plymouth Brethren, a Puri¬ 
tan sect that lives with one 
foot in the 16 th century. 
Killing time in a school hall¬ 
way one day after being ex¬ 
cused from watching an ed¬ 
ucational program — TV is 
forbidden by the Brethren — 
he ends up being targeted 
by Lee Carter (Will Poulter), 
the school’s troubled child 
and lower form bully. The 
relationship of victim and 
victimizer ends up being 
turned on its head, however, 
by Will’s unbelievably sweet 
nature, and Lee’s loneliness, 
and the two boys end up be¬ 
coming friends when Lee 


asks Will to help him make 
a movie he wants to enter 
into a contest. 

When Will’s fertile imagina¬ 
tion is catalyzed by an acci¬ 
dental viewing of Rambo: 
First Blood, Lee’s previously 
shapeless collection of 
stunts develops a plot, and 
the rest of the school ends 
up working as cast and 
crew. 

Milner and Poulter give 
startling performances as 
misfit buddies, and if the 
film slides into sentimental¬ 
ity at the end, it’s a minor 
flaw in an otherwise 
charming tale.

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Egoyan’s Adoration puts web ‘cliche’ to the test 


W ho said the Web 
was worldwide?

how confining cyberspace 
can be when a teenager

Atom Egoyan, whose new that has damaged him and 
film Adoration explores just his family. 



Adoration premiered yes¬ 
terday at the Cannes film 
festival, and following a 
press screening, Egoyan 
challenged the notion the 
World Wide Web has fos¬ 
tered a global community. 

“That’s the cliche of the 
Internet, but the reality is 
that it exists in small inter¬ 
est groups,” Egoyan told re¬ 
porters. 


In Adoration, the key 
character is a Toronto 
teenager named Simon who 
confesses to a small Web 
chat room containing only 
his friends that his Middle- 
Eastern father planted a 
bomb in the suitcase of his 
Canadian mother, who was 
pregnant with Simon at the 
time, as she boarded a 
plane to Israel. 


The bomb was discov¬ 
ered, and no one was hurt. 
But Simon’s confession 
touches off a firestorm of 
controversy on the Web 
and fuels a wide range of 
reactions — from sympathy 
to empathy and from love 
to hate. 

But Egoyan does not see 
the response as coming 
from a singular collection of 


people all connected by the 
Web, but rather as reactions 
by different groups of Web 
users who have happened 
onto a small piece of infor¬ 
mation on the Internet. 

“These are ultimately re¬ 
ally closed communities 
that are responding to each 
other. It’s just drowned out 
by kind of a global noise,” 
Egoyan said. reuters

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The Strangers in the fright 



First-time 
director finds 
horror genre

umm THE EVENTS 
that take place in the hor¬ 
ror thriller The Strangers 
will have audiences fear¬ 
ful, but if you ask 
writer/director Bryan Berti- 
no, it was the behind the 
scenes that most fright¬ 
ened him. 

As a first-time director 
working with a star-stud¬ 
ded cast including Liv 
Tyler and Scott Speedman, 
Bertino, 30, admits that 
during production he was 
often the most inexperi¬ 
enced person in the room. 

“When I sold the script 
initially I never tried to at¬ 
tach myself as the director 
because I had no concept 
of Hollywood,” he says, 


adding he was very grate¬ 
ful when Rogue Pictures 
eventually asked him to di¬ 
rect. 

Set in a secluded vaca¬ 
tion home. The Strangers 
tells the story of a couple 
whose getaway turns into 
a night of terror when 
three masked strangers at¬ 
tack. Loosely inspired by 


Bertino’s penchant for 
true crime novels like Hel- 
ter Skelter, the movie 
largely emphasizes the 
eeriness of arbitrary vio¬ 
lence. “I have always been 
drawn to human sadness 
and fear — both those 
things cut people to the 
core ... and remind (them) 
of the things that matter,” 


he says. 

Using natural lighting 
and warm colours as well 
as not specifying the geo¬ 
graphical location were 
employed to help place au¬ 
dience members inside the 
house, thus heightening 
the fear. 

“I didn’t want people to 
have a safety net,” explains 


the Los Angeles-based 
Bertino. “Emphasizing the 
randomness, emphasizing 
that it could happen to 
anybody is a really crucial 
thing.” 

Another important fac¬ 
tor was adding drama and 
depth to the characters, he 
says. “I wanted people to 
care about (James and Kris¬ 
ten) as if the strangers 
never came to the door.” 

When casting, the goal 
was to get actors fresh to 
the horror genre and what 
appealed to Bertino about 
both Tyler and Speedman 
was their experience yet 
lack of typecasting. 

“I felt like it gave me the 
plus of being able to have 
some familiarity while at 
the same time not being 
so locked in that you were 
amazed that they were 
going in a different direc¬ 
tion.”

Horne steps up to Stone Angel role

S tepping onto a film set for the 
first time is difficult for any 
actress. 

Stepping on a set to play an iconic 
Canadian literary character is anoth¬ 
er matter altogether, as Aurora, 
Ont.-born actress Christine Horne 
discovered when she took on the 
role of the young Hagar Currie Ship- 
ley in the screen adaptation of Mar¬ 
garet Laurence’s classic 1964 novel 
The Stone Angel. 

The 26-year-old Horne relished the 
opportunity to play the conflicted 
character — one noted for her frail¬ 
ties and humanness — qualities 
which have come to define the novel 
as a whole. 

Taking on the complex part was 
tough, Horne admits, but sharing a 
role with Oscar-winner Ellen 
Burstyn, who portrays Shipley in her 
twilight years, was particularly 
daunting. 

“It was a challenge partly because 
the material was tricky and I was 
spanning quite a few years. 

“I’d never done film before and I

was sharing a role with Ellen 
Burstyn so it was a set of challenges 
on every conceivable level.” Like so 


many who have been exposed to, 
and come to appreciate, The Stone 
Angel’s thematic undertones, Horne 
began a meditation on her own mor¬ 
tality during filming, much as the 
nonagenarian Shipley does through¬ 
out the film in a series of flashbacks 
as she searches for emotional clo¬ 
sure. “The people in my life who are 
(in their nineties like Shipley) I’ve 
frozen in time,” Horne explains. 

“I’ve had this feeling that my 
grandma’s always been my grand¬ 
ma, but she’s had an entire life be¬ 
hind her and she has been the ages 
that I have been and has gone 
through the things that I’ve gone 
through. 

“It also made me look at the deci¬ 
sions that I have or have not made, 
and look at the experiences that I go 
through, and think about how 
they’re going to add up and how 
they’re going to contribute to the 
person that I am when, God willing, 
I make it to 90, the person that I’m 
going to be then because of the 
things that I’m doing now.”
